The infield lias been 
leveled and l he grass is waving there. The ground 
around the timer's stand lias been given a fresh 
layer of sod. The refreshment stand, heretofore a 
prominent feature in the center of tin* belting ring, 
has In -i'll moved to n less conspicuous place. This 
makes the space for the speculators ample. 

While there are many well-posted horsemen who 
have never classed John W. Schorr's Kentucky Derby 
candidate, Leocbares, with such cracks as Haw- 
thorn. Helios and Ten Point, there is no denying 
that Foundation or any other Derby eligible is train 
fug better than is the son of Broomstick for the 
big race. This gelding seems to have a dazzling 
dash of speed this spring iu Ids work and. having 
gone a mile as a two-year-old. there is every indica- 
tion that lie will stay the Derby route. Trainer 
John F. Schorr lias ail along said Leocbares is a 
sure starter iu the Derby should the track lie nimbly 

on the after* the race is nut, Saturday May 10. 

but there arc any number of turfmen who believe 
tlmt llie gelding's owner will surely send him to 
the post for the Derby under any sort of weather 
conditions. On his two-year-old form. Leocbares 
figures as having a chance iu almost any kind of 
company. The son of Broomstick started twenty- 
three times last season and won no less than eleven 
races and was placed in nine of his other starts. 
Then again be is fancied by some on account of his 
sire. Broomstick, which already 1ms n Kentucky 
Derby winner to his credit in Meridian, victor in 
1 lie Dig race of 1911. The last time J. W. Schorr 
figured in the Kentucky Derby was in 1.998, when 
Lieher Karl, running in his colors, was defeated b.v 
the great Plaudit. The Memphis turfman thought 
at first that Lei her Karl would have beaten Plaudit 
in that race had Tommy Bums, who rode him. dis- 
played better judgment iu the early part of the 
race. This notion, however, was dis)>elled when the 
pair met again in the Clark Stakes, and though 
Plaudit was then conceding Lieher Karl five pounds, 
lie vvoh that event more easily than he did the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 

The Churchill Downs and Douglas Park track* 
were in excellent condition today.

OLD ROSEBUD IS BEATEN 



WEIR CRACK LOSES IDLE HOUR STAKES AS 
RESULT OF JOCKEY S OVERCONFIDENCE. 

Two Sons of Uncle Fight It Out at Finish, and 
Little Nephew Wins — Foundation in Another 
Sensational Work-Out. 



Lexington. Ky.. May 1. — The weather being per- 
fectly springlike, the track fast and the card some- 
what better than tile ordinary run of offerings, the 
iiest attendance of the season was at the Kentucky 
Association course this afternoon and thoroughly 
enjoyed t lie excellent sport that marked the fifth 
day of the meeting. The feature of the card was 
t li*- Idle Hour Stakes, carrying a net value of 
$1,109 to the winner, for two-year-olds at four 
and one half furlongs, aud it produced a thrilling 
contest between those two sons of Uncle, Little 
Nephew and Old Rosebud. The former won by a 
head, with Francis third, six lengths away. The 
result was a big upset for the talent inasmuch as 
Old Rosebud was regarded as invincible. All who 
saw him run al Juarez said that lie could not be 
beaten by anything this side of England or France 
and lie went to the post an overwhelming favorite. 
He and I, it tie Nephew raced out in front as starter 
Morrissey released the barrier to a good send-off. 
Little Nephew led up Ibe hill b.v a head, but iu 
turning into the stretch. Old Rosebud raced to the 
front and had half a length advantage an eighth 
of a mile out. Here jockey McCabe, apparently 
confident that he had t He race won, looked around. 
This probably caused Old Rosebud to lose the race. 
I.oftus, quick to note the movement and the air of 
confidence, applied the whip vigorously to Little 
Nephew’s flank and in a few strides he was 
in the lead by a head. Old Rosebud, eased off as lie 
bad been, was not quite equal to the task of 
making up what had been lost and Little Nephew- 
led him past the finishing mark with the spectators 
cheering loudly, it was. withal, a brilliant struggle 
and the time. :53%, was within one-fifth of a sec- 
ond of the track record.
